, 'He was elected Colonel of the Four- 
teenth Illinois Volunteers in April, 1801, 
accompanied Gen. John C. Fremont In 
his expedition to Springfield, Mb., and 
was commissioned brigadier general of 
volunteers In. December of the same 
year.' He-was with Gen. John Pope at 
the capture * of New Madrid and Bland 
No. 10,\ and afterward commanded the 
First Brigade, First Division, vof the 
Army of the Mississippi. In November, 
1802, he. was with Gen. Grant's drmyln 
temporary command of a division. Sub- 
sequently ho led a- division at the battle 
of .; Stone .River, ; and' for. his gallantry 
there was promoted to major general of 
volunteers Nov. 20,' 1802, He participat- 
ed tn the battle of Ohlckamauga and led 
the ■ Fourteenth Army Corps ' In- the At- 
lanta campaign from May until Septem- 
ber, 1804. 

■- From 1800 to 1873 he was Governor 
of niinoia In 1801 he, was elected Unit- 
ed States Senator and served a full 
term.

"It is a snbject^pt *rip v little:- comment .in 
the west, as well as edst.'over the apparent 
want 'of interest' and. lack "of excitement in 
this presidential, campaign, The orators 
of the day do not seem to attract usual at- 
tention or create, much ''enthusiasm, hut it 
may be remarked that the glee clubs, does 
not fail to engage rapt attention of tbe 
audience, audits full appreciation is man- 
ifested by the hearty and repeated encores. 
^bo rendition of tbat'grand^Wrid-' glbribuB 
Bong t . "Illinois" gets, at the bottom of 
musical 'patboe and political sentiment as 
no other song, hymn "or ballad since the 
days of the civil war. Thia" apathy would 
be a little discouraging to the average 
patriot if it was not for this sincere exhi- 
bition of awakened interest in these pa- 
triotic.songs, and the hearty appreciation 
with which they are met on all occasions. 
It makes one glad to witnRss these demon- 
strations of love for these worthy patriots 
and their cause, us well as proving tho 
sincerity of trie individual. This, hearty 
and unconscious homage is gratifying to 
know, for it Is an unerring Indication that 
thb masses are all right at heart and they 
will vote accordingly. 

To attempt to account for tho apparent 
want of interest in this political campaign 
would not result in any benefit, for it aj>- 
plies to both parlies, it is possible that 
the charges brought against tbe present 
administration — imperialism, militarism, 
etc,— ore eo indeterminate, or so tittle be- 
lieved that they have no influence and fail 
to create any interest. It is one thing to 
try to make a paramount issue before the 
people' and another for tbem to take it up. 
But it is the business of the friends of good 
government and the present administra- 
tion to defend it against the. unfounded 
charges and fierce assaults of on ambitious 
and hungry opponent, in tho 'guise of . pa- 
triotism and honesty, by contesting their 
charges and exposing their fallacies. The 
people do not seem to be afraid of imperial- 
ism or militarism, if W. J. Bryan is. But 
they ore afraid of his pet project "16 to 1" 
which he evidently keeps in the background 
for bis friends, and consequently, that sub- 
ject is but little discussed on tbe street. 

Another important tenet of the democrat 
party is free trade. This subject is little 
discussed because it is not claimed to be an 
issue, but Mr. Bryan says he will meet the 
"trusts" with "no tariff" on like goods: 
that is, he would do an evil that good may 
come. 

The working class of this county has 
tried free trade to their entire satisfaction. 
Tbe "trusts'' are odmittly the bono of con- 
tention in this presidential canvass. It is 
the one topic of discussion among tho labor 
classes ana a means of venting much dis 
content, fancied or real, but' is free trade 
the better way to attack it? 

Cleveland and "his congress" did not do 
it when they had an opportunity. la Bryan 
likely to do better? That it can be met is 
a question of method. Several years ago 
the railroad corporations of the country 
were in Ilka condition, but no complaints 
are made against them now. Legislation 
resulted at last in surrounding them with 
restrictive laws to the satisfaction of the 
people, why not "trusts" be controlled in 
like manner? And one political party can 
enact such laws as well as another. Mr. 
Bryan is not a necessary arbiter or factor 
in this respect. 

The paramount issue with the people of 
these United States at the present time is 
a policy of government that will assure 
them of a continuance of prosperity. The 
masses are finding no fault with the ad 
ministration of President McKinley or the 
republican party, only as Bryan and bis 
party attempts to sow discord and make 
accusations, with a view to get control of 
the government. No one thought of im- 
perialism or militarism two years ago. 
Tbe exigencies arising out of the war with 
Spain created a greater army; more than 
half of that army bos been discharged; any 
imperialism or militarism in that act? 

After due deliberation, in which both 
parties agreed, with Bryan to assist, a 
treaty was entered into by wbich Spain 
ceded the Islands of Porto Rico and the 
Philippines to tho United States. Unfor- 
tunately the natives of the Philippines, in 
rebellion at the time, refused to accept a 
government under tbe .benificent laws of 
the United States, and for thia tbe admin- 
istration ie charged with wrong doing. 
No one at tbe time thought it wrong, dem- 
ocrat of republican ; what is tho matter 
now? Clearly a case of political trickery 
to gain power regardless of thu well being 
of seventy-five millions of people at home, 
for be it remembered wo tried four years 
of their kind of government' and it proved 
to be a disastrous and expensive failure, 
la not our own condition for the ensuiug 
four years to be consulted, and is it not of 
the greater consequence? - 

The election of Bryan will precipitate a 
disaster to the people, worse, if possible* 
than was the election of Cleveland in 1802. 
Why? Because at that time tbe commer- 
cial interest of the country had no evidence 
of what might be done by the administra- 
tion, Bryan has committed himself too 
often to be mistaken' as to the lino of his 
policy; and the commercial world will, in 
tho event o£ his being elected, prepare at 
once for tbe new conditions: free trade, 10 
to 1, the recall of the army in tbe'Philip- 
pinea and the consequent collapse of trade 
on tho Pacific coast and stagnation of busi- 
nessa ,,'jvcr tho whole counby will be tho 
result. 

The business of the country — the means

Cormac^ England's distinguished sur- 
geon, who took: the . field wit a the . sol- 
ders hi South Afrlca,eenda to the Louf 
don Lancet an interesting set of notes 
on-.tho remarkable bullet wounds, he 
hoi seen recently, »■' "fhe. greater num- 
ber "ol these wounds," be. says/ "were 
caused by. the Mauser bullet, and near- 
ly all presou ted the characteristic fea- 
tures— a small circular," slightly; de- 
pressed area covered by a black scah. 
The 1 exit 1 wounds' often ' were similar, 
but a little larger, sometimea present- 
ing "a scar like an Incised wound and 
difficult to discover. When I saw them 
t week "or ten days after the injury 
*Jiey were for "the most part healed.' 
How these bullets fall to damage vital 
structures lying immediately in their 
path is' nothing short of marvelous. 
The proportion of fatal chest wounds 
to those that are recovered from Is be- 
lieved to be small, but what the pro- 
portion precisely is , cannot yet he 
learned. It Is abundantly clear that 
one lung and often both lungs may, 
he traversed, and in many directions, 
without causing grave symptoms, and 
often without producing any symp- 
toms of lung trouble at all." A pri- 
vate; who .looked ^extremely, well and 
said he had nothing to complain of 
had a hole seven Inches long and three 
Inches wide in his chest, which Involv- 
ed the lungs. Part of three of his 
rlga were carried, away and the . lung 
was exposed. The soldier lay In a 
trench' on the field, from 2:30 to B 
o'clock before he could be attended to. 
He was carried to the hospital at 12:30 
o'clock that night Another private 
was hit in the middle of the noso and 
the bullet passed out the back of tho 
neck. He had a little headache, and 
some trouble In swallowing-, but in ten 
days the wound healed and the man 
apparently was perfectly well.

abroad which would Imply fhe 'dishonor 
of the.

Prosperity the Great Itiue. 

The most Important of. all problems Is, 
of course, that of securing good govern-

Great though 
the need is that the nation should' do Its 
work well abroad, even this comes secorid 
■ to the thorough performance of duty at 
home. Under the ad in i ids t ration of Pres- 
, iderit McKlnlcy this 'country .has been

Tf - this 
nation Is to retain either its well-being 
cr its' Rotf-rcspect It ennuot afford to

ard of national honesty and destroy the 
Integrity of our system of justice; 

The- policy of the free coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 10 to 1 Is, a t policy fraught 
with destruction to every home In the 
land. ' It means untold misery to the 
head of every household, mid, above ail, 
to the women and children of every home. 

A» to Democratic .View mi H liver,. 

When our opponents champion free 
"silver" at 10 to 1 they'' are either insincere 
or sincere In their attitude. If ItiBln; 
cere' hi their 'championship they, of 
course, forfeit all-right to belief, or sup- 
port on any ground.- If sincere, then they 
arc'a menace to the welfare of thecoun- 
try. Whether they shout their sinister 
purpose -or. merely whisper it makes but 
1 i ttlo . Jl ff crencor save 'pb 1 1 reflects thei r 
ow» honesty. No issue can he paramount 
. to' the issue they- thus- make, for the par- 
' amountcy. of such'.an issne Is to be der 
termlned not by the dictum of any man 
or'body 6f;men| but by the fact. that It 
vitally affects, the well-being of " every, 
borne in tlie land. 

The flnnncijil question is always of such 

far-retching arid ^rcmciidaua Importance 

-to the national welfare that it can never 

l>e .raised in good faith unless ibis tre- 



mendous importance is not merely con- 
ceded' but-insisted on; Jlen .whoare not 
'willing to make such.anissue paramount 
h ave^io. poasl ble \ justl ficaii on t or.^ralsing 
It, at' all, -for iinder**snch circumstances 
,thelract -ennnpt under, any .conceivable 
circumstances do aught but grave harm, 
GoIct.TlniiiA Mut,t Stand. 

The'success'of the party representing 
the principles embodied in the Kansas 
City platform would bring about the. de- 
struction of. all the conditions necessary 
to-tbe.con'fnunncc-of our prosperity. L't 
would also unsettle our whole govern- 
mental system, and would' therefore dis- 
arrange all the vast arid, delicate machin- 
ery' of our complex industrial life. Above 
all, the effect would be ruinous to our 
finances. If we ure to prosper,- the cur- 
rency of this country must be based up- 
on the gold dollar worth 100 cents. 

The stability of our currency, has been 
greatly increased by the excellent finan- 
cial" net passed by -the limt Congress. 
But no. law can secure our Gnanccs 
ngaiiist the effect of unwise and disas- 
trous management In the hand* of un- 
friendly administrators. No party can 
safely he Intrusted with the management 
of our national affairs unlesV It accepts 
na ailomntlc the truths recognized In all 
progressive countries us essential to a 
sound and proper system of 'finance. In 
their essence these must be the, same for 
nil great civilized peoples. 

Vital Question far 1V*Ke-Karrtcr«. 

In different stages of development- dif- 
ferent countries face varying economic 
conditions, but at every stage and under 
all circumstances the. most important cle- 
ment in securing their economic well-be- 
ing is sound finance, honest money. So 
Intimate Is the connection between Indus- 
trial prosperity, and a sound currency 
that theformer Is jeopardized not mere- 
ly by unsound finance, but by the very 
thrcatof unsound finance. 
1 The business mnn and the farmer are 
vitally Interested in this question; bnt no 
man's Interest Is so great, as that of the 
wage- worker. A depreciated currency 
means loss and disaster to the business 
man; but it means- grim suffering to the 
wage- worker. The capitalist, will lose 
ranch of his capital mid will suffer wear- 
ing anxiety, and the lusu of 'many com- 
forts; but the wage-worker, who loses his 
wages must suffer and see his wife and 
children suffer for the nctual necessities 
of life. The one absolutely vital need 
of our whole industrial system Is sound 
money. 

One of the serious problems' with which 
we are confronted under the conditions 
of our modern Industrial civilization- is 
that p reseii tod by the great business com- 
binations which are generally known un- 
der the name of trusts, 
- The problem is an exceedingly difficult 
one and. the. difllculty Is immensely ag- 
gravated : bo th by h n est -hut "wrong* 
beaded attacks on our whole Industrial 
system in the effort to remove some of 
the evils connected with It, and hy the. 
mischievous advice of men who either 
think crookedly or who advance remedies 
knowing them to be Ineffective, but deem- 
ing that they may, by darkening coun- 
sel, achieve for then-selves^ a spurious 
reputation- for wisdom. 

No good 'whatever is subserved by in- 
discriminate denunciation of corporations 
generally and of all forms of yiudustkial 
combination in particular; and when. this 
public denunciation is accompanied' by 
private membevsblp iu the great corpora- 
tions denounced, the effect Is, of course, 
to give an air of Insincerity to the .whole 
movement, Nevertheless, -there are real 
abuses, and there- Is ample reason for 
striving to remedy these abuses. * A crude 
or ill-considered effort to remedy tltcm 
would either" be absolutely without effect 
or else would simply do damage: 

ricm.for Federal 'Interference, 

The first thing to do is to find out the 
facts; and for .tills' purpose publicity as 
to capitalisation, profits" and all else of 
Importance to the public, Is the most use- 
ful measure. The mere fact of this pub- 
licity would In Itself remedy certain evils, 
and, as to the others, it would In some 
cases point out; the remedies, and would 
nt least enoble us to tell whether or not 
certain proposed remedies would be use- 
ful, The Slate acting In its collective ca-. 
pacify wpnld thus first find, out the, facts 
and then be able to. take such measures 
as wisdom dictated, Much. can.be done 
by taxation. Even more can be done by 
regulation, by close supervlslo* a ml the 
uiiBpaflng excision of all unhealthy, de- 
structive and . mill-social elements. 

The - separate ' Stnte governments, can 
do a. great deal; and where they decline 
to co-operate "the- national government 
mntjt ritcp in. ,.

In 1803, under President Jefferson, the 
grc'ntest ' single Btrlde In expansion that 
wefever took wns, taken by the' purchase' 
of the Louisiana territory.- This so-called 
Louts hi na, w.hich in eluded what*, are now 
the States of Arkurisats, 'Missouri, Louls- 
Inna, Ion a, Minnesota. Kansas, Xebras- 
kii, North' rind;* South Dukotn, Idaho, 
Montana' and ii large part^bf Colorado 
and Utah, ivb« ncqhlred by treaty . and 
purchase under President Jefferson ex- 
actly sod prefeisely as the Philippines 
have been: acquired by treaty ' and" pjir-' 
chaseOnder.

Trie t "dqcirinfi-.of : {'the 'cbris'ent of the 
governed!-'.' the doctrine previously' enun-. 

Jefferson 1 In the Declaration of- 
"Independerice; was not held by him or by 
any other sane man to apply to the In- 
dian tribes'' in -.the Louisiana -territory 
which ' he thus "acquired,* ' and there w'a s 
no vote taken even of the white Inhab- 
itants," not : -to speak" of the negroes and 
Indians, as to whether they were willing 
; that- their territory should be annexed. 
The "great majority of the inhabitants, 
white and colored alike-, were bitterly opf 
posed to tho transfer. 

Jeffenon Forced Canaent. 
• An .armed force, of United States sol- 
diers had; to be hastily sent Into the ter- 
ritory "to prevent .insurrection, President 
Jefferson sending* these troops to Louisi- 
ana for exactly , the same reasons and 
with exactly the same purpose thnt* Pres- 
ident McKlnlcy has sent troops to. the 
Philippines', - 

- JefferEOn distinctly stated that the 
Louisianlans were "not. fit or ready for 
self -government," and years elapsed .be- 
fore .they . were given .self -government, 
Jefferson appointing the : governor and 
other officials without any consultation 
with the -.Inhabitants of the newly ac- 
quired territory i The doctrine that ] the 
"constitution follows the" flag" was not 
.then even, considered, either by Jefferson 
or by any other serious party leader, for 
It never entered their heads that: anew 
territory should be governed other than 
in the way in which 'the territories of 
Ohio and Illinois had already been gov- 
erned under Washington and the' elder- 
Adams; the theory known by this utterly 
false and misleading phrase was only 
struck 'out In political controversy at a 
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c]iasie.*vAs in the case of. the, Philippines,: merit ' for Z which .ikbir populations are;^

Texu* ari'l Alaska Were,'.' Accession*!. 

Ounaiext acquisition of- territory was 
that of Texas, secured by treaty after" It 
had been wrested from the Mexicans by 
the Texan's themselves. Then came ■ the; 
acquisition of; California; 'New Mexico,: 
Arizona, Nevada and parts of Colorado: 
and Utah- as' the; result of the Mesicim 
war, supplemented ; fivc years Inter by 
the Gadsden purchase. 

The next acquisition was thatof Alas- 
ka, ' secured' from Russia by- treaty and 
purchase. Alaska was full- of -natives, 
some of them had advanced well beyond 
the.stage-ibf : saysgery and were r Obils-' 
tlnns.'-- They -werelnot consulted about 
the purchase nor was their acquiescence 
required. ■ The purchase was' made, by 
the men who bad justput through a tri- 
umphant war to restore the union and free 
the slave; but none of them deemed It 
necessary to "push : the doctrine of the 
"consent of the ; governed'' to a conclu- 
sion' so fantastic as to necessitate the 
turning over of- Alaska to : its original 
owners, the Indian' and the Aleut. For 
thirty years the United' States authori- 
ties, military and civil, exercised the su- 
preme authority In a tract of land many 
times larger than the Philippines, in 
which it did not seem likely that there 
would ever be any considerable body of 
white Inhabitants, 

Hawaii 'Disprove* Dausev Idea, 

Nearly thirty years passed before the 
next instance of expansion occurred, 
which was over the Island of Hawaii, An 
effort was made nt the end of President 
Harrison's administration to secure the 
annexation of Hawaii. The effort was 
unsuccessful.' 

In a debate In Congress on Feb. 2, 
1804, one of the leaders in opposing the 
annexation of the Islands stated; "These 
Islands are more than 2,000 miles distant 
from our extreme western boundary. We 
have a serious race problem now in our 
country arid- 1 am not In f avor-of adding 
to our domestic fabric a . mongrel popu- 
lation (of this character). Our consti- 
tution makes no provision for a colonial 
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much later date for the Bole purpose of 
justifying the extension of slavery into' 
the territories, ■ 

Council t Not Neccstiury. 
The parallel between what Jefferson 
did with Louisiana and. whnt is now be- 
ing-done in the Philippines is exact. Jef- 
ferson, the author of the declaration of 
Independence, and of the "consent of the 
governed" doctrine, saw no incongruity 
between this and the establishment of 
a government on common-sense grounds 
In the new territory; and he railed at 
the sticklers for an impossible applica- 
tion of his principle, saying In lapguage 
which at the present day npplles to the 
situation In the Philippines without the 
change of a word, ''though it is acknowl- 
edged that our new fellow-citb-ens are 
as" yet , as • incapable of self-government 
as children, yet some cannot bring them- 
selves to suspend Its principles for a sin- 
gle moment." He intended, that ulti- 
mately self -government should he intro- 
duced throughout the territory, but only 
as the different parti became fit for. it 
anil no sooner. This is just the policy 
that has been pursued, > 

Flllplnna 011 Itnaln of Indians. 

In no part of the Louisiana purchase 
wns complete self-government introduced 
for a number of years ;_ln one part of It, 
the Indian Territory, it has notyet been 
Introduced, although nenrly a century 
has elapsed. Over enormous tracts of It, 
Including the various Indian . reserva- 
tions, with a territory In the^aggrcgate, 
as large as that of the. Philippines, the 
constitution has never ybt "followed the 
Hag;!' the army, officer and the '.civilian 
agent still exercise authority, without 
asking the "consent of the, governed." 
We must proceed In the Philippines with 
the same wise caution j tnklng each suc- 
cessive step as it becomes desirable, and 
accommodating the detail** of our policy 
to the peculiar needs , of.> the situation. 
But as soon as the, present revolt is put 
down and order established, It will . un- 
doubtedly be possible to give to the Isl- 
ands a laTger menaure ; of self-govern- 
riint than Jefferson originally gave Loui- 
siana. 

Florid 1. Got lake Philippine*. 

The; next greut step In expansion was 
the acquisition of Florida* -Tills wsb 
partly acquired by , conquest and . ;. partly 
by purchase,. Andrew Jackson being the 
most prominent figure in the acquisition. 
It was token under ■■ President; "Monroe, 
the nftertlme : Prealdbnt : Johri Qulncy* 
AdaniB. being netlye In. securing the pur- 



establishment. Any territorial govern- 
ment we might establish would necessar- 
ily, because of the population, he an. oli- 
garchy, which would have to be support- 
ed by armed soldiers. 
'Yet Hawaii has now been annexed and 
her ^delegates have Bat In the national 
con von tin na of the two great parties. The 
fears' then expressed In relation to an 
"oligarchy" and "armed soldiers" arc not 
now seriously entertained by any human 
being; yet .they are precisely the objec- 
tlbas urged against the acquisition of the 
Philippines at this very moment. 

Militarism la Mot Involve .1. . 

We are making no new departure. 
We are not taking a single step which 
In any way affects our institutions or our 
traditional policies. From the beginning 
we have given widely varying degrees of 
self-government to the different territo- 
ries,- according to their needs. 

The simple truth Is that there is noth- 
ing even remotely resembling "imperial- 
Ism" or "militarism" Involved In the 
present development of- that policy of ex- 
pansion which has been part of the his- 
tory of America from the day when she 
became a nation. The words mean abso- 
lutely nothing as applied to our present 
policy In the Philippines; 'for this policy 
W only .Imperialistic in the sense that 
Jefferson's policy in Louisiana was Impe- 
rialistic; only mllitnry^ in the Bouse that 
Jackson's policy toward the Scmlnoles or' 
Custer's toward the Sioux embodied mili- 
tarism; and there Is no more danger of 
its producing 'evil results at home now 
than there was of. Its Interfering with 
freedom under. Jefferson or Jackson, or 
In the dnys of the Indian wars on the 
plains. Our army is relatively not as 
large as it" was ini the days of Wayne; 
we 'have not one regular for every 1,000 
Inhabtnnts, Thereis no more" danger of 
a* draft than thereis of .the re-Introdue^ 
tlon of slavery. , . 

Right to Buporcn Rebel*. 

When we pxpanded',oyer New Mexico 
and California we secured free govern- 
ment to these territories, and prevented 
their falling under the "militarism" of a. 
dictatorship like that of Santa Ana, or 
the "Imperialism'' of a real cbiplrein the 
day's' of Maximilian. We, put a stop to 
imperialism In Mexico as soon as. the 
Civil ;Wnr closed. .We made a great 
an tl-Imperlnllstfc -stride when we. drove 
tlie Spaniards from porto ' KIco and. the 
Philippines arid thereby made ready the 
ground In" these ,isl rinds for thnt gradu- 
ally.^ Increasing^ measure . f • sclf-gove'rn-

ni tely* put , down. Th ere. ls.no" more, 7 mll^ 
■tarUm or imperialism in garrisoning Lu- 
zou. until order Is restored thirh there, was 
Imperialism Jn sending- soldiers to" South 
.Dakota' in 1800, 'during" the.'Ogallallri apt- 
break. The reasoning .wliich justifies bur 
haying made war against' Sitting Bull 
also justifies our having checked the out: 
breaks of Agulnaldo and his : followers, di- 
rected, as they were, against' Filipino and 
, American alike. . . 

No Abandonment. : 

The only certain way of rendering it' 
necessary for 'our republic to" eriter on a 
career of "militarism" would ^be to aban- 
don the Philippines , to their' own' tribes, 
and at, the same time either to guarantee 
a' stable government among "these! 'tribes, 
or to guarantee them against outside in- 
terference/ "A far larger, army- would be 
required ' to carry out any such policy 
than will he required to secure order 
under the American flag; while the'; pres- 
ence of this flag on 1 tHe islands is reallr 
the' only possible, security against outside 
aggression. . 

The whole argument against President- 
McKInley's policy, In the Philippines be- 
comes absurd when it Is conceded that we 
should, to quote the language' of the Kan- 
sas City platform, "give to the Philip- 
pines first a stable form of government." 
Tf they arc now entitled to independence, 
they are also entitled to decide for them- 
selves whether their government shall he 
stable or unstable, civilized or savage, or 
.whether they shall have any government 
nt all; while It Jit, of course, equally evi- 
dent that under such conditions we hove 
no. right whatever to guarantee them 
against outside interference any", more 
than we have to make such a guaranty in 
the case of the Boxers (who are merely 
the Chinese Analogues of Agulnaldo's fol- 
lowers). 

If we have a right to establish a stable 
government In the Islands It necessarily 
follows- that it is not only our right but 
our duty to support that government un- 
til the natives gradually grow fit to sus- 
tain it themselves. How else will, it be 
■table? The minute we leave it, licenses 
to be stable. . ' ' 

Now a Qncstlaa of Contraction* 

Properly speaking, the question is now 
not whether we shall expand — for we 
have already expanded— hut whether we 
shall contract. The Philippines are now 
part of American territory. To surren- 
der them would be to surrender American 
territory. They must, of comae, be gov- 
erned primarily In the Interests of their 
own citizens. Our first care must be for 
the, people of the islands" whlcb have 
come under our guardianship as a result 
of the most righteous foreign war that 
has been waged within the memory of 
the present generation. They must be 
administered In the interests of their In- 
habitants, and that necessarily means 
that nn'y'qhcstion of personal or partisan 
politics In their administration must he 
entirely eliminated, 

We must continue to put at the heads 
of affairs in the different islands such 
men ns. Gen. Wood. Gov. Alien and 
Judge Taft; and- it Is a most fortunate 
thing that we are able to illustrate what 
ought to he done la the. way of sending 
oil! cera thither by pointing out what ac- 
tually, has been done.. The minor places 
In their administration, where It is Im- 
possible to fill them by natives, must be 
filled by the strictest application of the 
merit system. 

It-is : very Important that In onr own 
home administration the merely minis- 
terial and administrative offices, where 
.the duties are entirely non-political, shall' 
be filled absolutely withaqt reference to 
partisan affiliations'; but this Is. many 
times more Important in the newly ac- 
quired Islands, The merit system Is in 
Its essence as democratic bb our com- 
mon school system, for It simply means 
equal chances and fair play for all. 

Parallel with ln-llnn Government. 

It "muts he remembered always that 
governing these islands in the Interest of 
the inhabitants iriay not necessarily be 
to govern them ris the Inhabitants lit the 
moment prefer, to grant self-government 
to Luzon under Agulnaldo would he like 
granting self-government to an Apache 
reservation nnder some local chief; and 
this is. no more altered by the fact thnt 
the' Filipinos fought the Spaniards than 
it would be by the fact that Apnches 
have long been trained and employed in 
the Culled States army and have ren- 
dered signal .service therein; Just na the 
Pawnees did under the administration of 
President Grant; just as the Stockbridge 
Indians did in the dnys of Gen. Wash- 
ington , and the friendly tribes of the six 
nations in the days of President Madison. 
•There are now In the United States 
communities of Indians which h»ve ad- 
vanced so far that It has been pjsslble 
to embody them as a whole in our po- 
litical system, all the members of the 
tribe becoming United States citizens. 
There are other communities Where the 
bulk of the tribe are still too wild for It 
to be possible to take such a step. There 
are Individuals among the Apnches, Paw- 
nees, Iroquois, Sioux and . other tribes 
who are now United States citizens and 
who are entitled to stand, arid do stand, 
on an absolute equality with all our citi- 
zens of pure white blood. * Men of Indian 
blood are now serving In the army and 
navy' and in Congress and occupy high 
position both in the business and the po- 
litical world.. 

Filipinos* Hope, of Liberty. 

• Thereis every reason why as rapidly 
as an Indian, or any body of Indians, 
becomes fit for Belf-government," he or it 
should' be granted the .fullest equality 
with the whites; hut there would be no 
justification whatever In treating this, 
fact as a reason for.; abandon lag the wild 
tribes to work out their own' destruction. 
Exactly the same reasoning applies In the 
case of the Philippines, To turn over 
the islands to Agiiinoldo itiul his' follow- 
ers would not be to give self-government 
to the Islanders!. under no clrcuinstanccs 
would the majority 'thus .gain- self-gov- 
ernment. They would simply be put at 
the mercy of a syndicate of Chinese half- 
breeds, 'tinder whom : corruption 1 would 
flourish far more freely than ever it. flour- 
ished tinder Tweed, while tyrannical op- 
pression would obtain "to. a~ degree only A 
possible- liridbr'sueh an olignrchy.^YouiB 
truly,. THlSOD.OltE ItOOSEVELT;- "

In the eddying Bglir, arnld din and roar 
•f' the. fallen guns of Imperialism and 
wflitarism, there is danger the people of 
this country may lose sight ot the (act 
that the election of Air. Bryan means the 
•vertbrow of the proteer.U;e:-tartff system 
and the introduction of a -free-trade pro- 
gram into the policy of the government. 
Our people have short memories and they 
sometimes forget and uuedtobe reuiiad- 
•a. >;■■ 

Mr. Bryan wits. a member of the Flfty- 
•econd and Fifty-third Congresses and 
took u very active part at biice upon tak- 
ing his seat. In the Fifty-third Congress, 
of which I was a member, the Wilson' hilt 
was under consideration. It was the pan- 
sage of that bill which plunged this coun- 
try Into ruin. It does not make anr differ- 
ence what people any about the origin of 
bard'tlincs, the Intelligent laboring man 
•f„ this 'country knows very well that he 
ceased : to 'earn a living for himself and 
fatuity -because of the demoralization of 
baslnesaTcauscd by the repeal of the Me- 
Klnley luw uud the passage of the Wilson 
act It wan that which precipitated 
wages to the lowest ebb that they have 
been for tutioy a year; It was tli.a which 
aent marching columns of hiittgry men 
over the country demanding food. It was 
the postage of thnt bill that made it pos- 
sible for uny intelligent man to listen for 
a moment to the speeches of such men as 
Bryan iti ISO)). 

On the floor of the House In the de- 
bates on the Wilson hill Bryan took the 
extreme free-trade ground; His speeches 
are oa record and the laboring men of 
the country can tind them and rend them. 
He especially announced himself as in fn- 
ror of absolute free trade upon many of 
the leading products of the farm, notably 
"wool, which he insisted should be put 
upon the free list of the' Wilson bill. 
When that bill was passed by the con- 
. currence of the House in the six hundred 
amendments of the Senate it was Bryun 
and Hon. .los. Bailey, n representative 
from the Stnte of Texas, who In their 
ecstasy seized the champion, who was the 
* putative father of the law, the Hon. W. 
It. Wilson, ot West Virginia, and carried 
him on their shoulders in u triumphal pro- 
cession through the House' ot Representa- 
tives into the cloak-room and a saturnalia 
of joy resounded from those premises. It 
was Bryan who favored the introduction 
of foreign material Into this country free 
of charge. It was Bryan who demanded 
that all raw material such as wool, coal, 
Iron, and everything which eutcrcd Into 
the nuumfnetuce or goods, should be Im- 
ported free, ami It was his influence, 
more than any other man's, that brought 
about the terrible result with which we 
are so familiar, - ' 

It was Bryan's earnest demand- that 
put wool on the free Hut, and lu that de- 
bate he declared tltnt he did not en re 
whether It benefited or hurt the wool 
grower. It was Bryan who drove the 
tariff on coal down to such nn extent as 
to Hood the Eastern markets with coal 
and stimulate the growth of the develop- 
ment of ton) in the British possessions in 
the northeast, uud practically drove us 
out of the seaboard markets "with the soft- 
coal of Central .States. " It was Bryan 
who advocated the low tariff on agricul- 
tural products und utterly refused to dis- 
criminate or allow discrimination in favor 
or the products of the West and Middle 
West. The laboring men of the country 
and the fanners of the country, before 
they plunge thimi selves into the vortex 
that Is being held out, should get Bryan's 
record [i nd read it. It is a very; interest- 
ing chapter In the personal politics of that 
gentleman. The platform made at Kan- 
sas City Is very adroit in laying the foun- 
datlon for an enactment in Congress, 
should Brynn be, elected, satisfactory to 
his history ntid record. Not daring to as- 
sail protection directly he came nt It in 
the pint form which he personally con- 
ducted as follows: 

"Tariff laws should lie amended by put- 
ting the products of trusts upon the free 
list. * • * We condemn this Dlngley 
tariff law as u trust breeding measure, 
skillfully devised, etc," 

That is the platform of the party de- 
bomltuttetl the Democratic party und 
whose nomination Mr. Bryan accepted.

The Money Quest Ion. 

Recognizing thnt the money systnints 
paramount to nil others at this time, we 
Invite attention to the fact thnt the 
Federal Constitution names silver and 
cold together as,.lhe money metals of the 
United States, and thnt the first coinage 
law passed by Congress under the Cou : 
-t initio n mndc the silver dollar the mon- 
etary unit, nnd admitted gold to free 
coinage at n ratio based upon the silver 
dollar unit, 

We declare that the act of 1873 demon- 
etizing silver without the knowledge or 
upprovul of the American people has re- 
sulted In the appreciation of gold nnd a 
corresponding full In. the prices of .com- 
modities produced by the people; a heavy 
incrcnse in the burden of taxation nnd of 
nil debts, public and private; the curlch- 
ment of the money pending classes nt 
home mid abroad; prostration of indus- 
try mid impoverishment of the people. 

We are tinnllernbly opposed to gold 
monometallism, which bus locked fast 
the prosperity of /m Industrial people in 
the paralysts.of hnhl times, ■ Gold' mono- 
metallism Is a British policy, nnd its 
ndopllon hns brought other nations into 
iluancinl servitude to London. It Is not 
only iin-Americnn. but , nut I- American.' 
nnd it can be f listened on the" United 
States only by the" Milling of thnt spirit 
and love of liberty which proclaimed out 
Independence in 1770 nnd won it in the 
wnr of the Re vol u lion. 

Free Silver. 
We demand the free nnd unlimited, 
coinage of both gold uud silver at the 
present Icgnl ratio of 10 to 1. without 
waiting for tlie ntd or consent of nny 
oilier nation. We demand tliat the 
standard silver dollm- sliul) be a full legal 
lender, equally with gold, for nil debts, 
public and private, mid we fnvor such. 
legislntlon as will prevent for the future 
the demonetization of any kind of Icgnl- 
tender money by private conlruct, 
* We are opposed to the policy arid prac- 
tice of surrendering to the holders of 
Ihe obligations of the United'. States the 
option reserved by law to the goverumeut 
of redeeming such obllgn lions in' either 
silver coin or gold/coin. 

IlOinJ In mi ex. 
We are opposed to the issuing of Inter- 
est-bearing bonds of the United Suites 
Iu time of pence, nnd condemn the tnif- 
fleffing with banking syndicates which, 
In exchnnge for bonds nnd at, an enor- 
mous proilt to themselves, supply the 
Federal tiensury- with gold to. maintain 
the policy of gold inonomctullism, 
Congress alone bus the power to coin 

'and Issue money, nnd President Juclison 
declared that this powi- could not be del- 
egated to corporations or Individuals, We 
therefore demand thnt the power to 'issue' 
notes to circulate ns money be taken front 
the national banks, nnd that all paper 
money shall be Issued directly by the 
Treasury Department, be redeemable iu 
coin, and receivable for all debts, public 
and private. 

Tariff for Itcveinie. 
.Wo hold thnt the tariff dntlea should be 
levied for purposes of revenue, such du- 
ties to he so nd justed us to operate equal- 
ly throughout the country and not dis- 
criminate between class or section, and 
that taxation should be limited by the 
needs of the government honestly . nnd 
oeononilcnlly, administered. We 'de- 
nounce, ns disturbing to business, the Re- 
publican threat' to restore the .McKinley 
jaw, which has been twice condemned hy 
the people in . national , elections, nnd 
wliichj enacted under the false pica 6f 

, protection to home; industry, proved a 
prolific breeder of trusts nnd monopolies; 
enriched 'the few at the expense of many, 
restricted ..trade and deprived the pro- 
ducers of the great American staples of 
access .to' their initunil markets.. Until 
the money, question is settled we are op-

respect, obtaining the anBwer expected. 
'.That .power would.'- have preferred the 
preservation, of the territorial entity of 1 
Ohinn,_ but ' faJling.-to obtain , American 
support, nnd In viei^'of Its bcctip'ntlon'df 
Shanghai, Great, Britain' stands ready to 
take" Its slinre; of. territory when parti- 
tion occurs. ( 

The United. States tins tried to main- 
tain pence without surrendering any of 
its rights. In carrying, out its original 
policy -it.has-now. inatructcd.Gen. Obnffee 
to withdraw his forces- from Pekln, le'av- 
Irig only a' legation' guard to protect tho 
American minister nnd Anierlcrin prop- 
erty,.. The order provides ' protection 
against a twofold danger,' as Ccri. Chaf- 
fee's retirement not. only would take us 
out of the military riiuddlc at Pckln, but 
would- alter the status of the. troops left 
behind. As n legation" guard the force 
still in Pekin would he nrhehablc to the 
order of no ono but Its own officers nnd 
Minister Conger— a fnct of some Impor- 
tance to a nation . which wants no war 
with China and is still less willing- to 
have Its soldiers forced Into fighting un- 
der foreign lenders for the solo purpose 
of carrying out-foreign policies. 
' There is no question in the minds of 
well-informed diplomats lu Washington 
that Germany is the power that' will, 
precipitate dhimembcrmerit if It can bo 
accomplished; - AH'tho developments In , 
her policy have Indicated, they are lead- 
ing up Ho such an end. Emperor WIK 
Ham, after , having Informed the world 
as to the revenge he mennt to : .exnct from 
China, has stipulated tliat prior to enter- 
ing Into negotiations. with tlie Chinese 
government. the authors of the anti-for- 
elgni outrages must he surrendered. On 
this proposition, he has received uo .sup- 
port from Great Britain and the United 
.States and nt most n dubious assent from 
the three other powers most concerned^ 
He now has two alternatives— to* 1 go 
ahead. In accordance with his own pro- 
gram, .with the doubtful acquiescence of 
such powers ns may approve his .plan, 
or to come down from his former posi- 
tion and alter the terms on which he will 
talk peace. , 

The powers are. a unit In-demanding 
punishment for the instigators of the 
Boxer outrages, and the present inci- 
dental difference seemingly ought not .to 
prevent the execution of this single com- 
mon purpose.

and flouted. about the bay were no longer 
regarded as the sacred dead, but as 
threatening .monsters: that bespoke the. 
approach of pestilence -of all kludB-^per-. 
hapa the "deadly 'arid dreaded yellow 
fever. .With the -energy that only the 
spirit of self-preservation could awaken 
the- survivors, fell .upon the forms that 
threatened their nnnihllutlon arid dragged 
them from thclr;\cstlng place to where 
they, could roost readily, be ^disposed of. 
After a-bnttle no-matter how, desperate 
or how heavy the' loss 'Ihcre.'ls nlwayB 
tlm»'-tb'dlg a trericfl ns'the last resting 
place of those'who fell. -Manifold "as are 
the terrors of such a situation there, is 
usually a chaplain to pronounce a few 
words over the grave. But Iri Galveston 
there was no time for prajjgrs jor hymn's. 
The clergymen of the city were ton busy 
themselves hewing away at the moun- 
tains, of wreckage and ' dragging. f»rth 
bodies for the dead scow or the funeral 
pyre to conduct religion a "services; for 
the living were nt the mercy of the dead 
and tiie preachers devoted, their energy 
to 'helping. the living. 

Humanity may fccoll nt the. thought of 
piling up corpses like so much cordwood 
and applying the torch to the oil-soaked 
mass, and sentiment may rebel nt the 
idea of dragging the unidentified dead to 
sea. to he consigned to the clement that 
brought a bout their destruction, but there 
wrin no such sentiment to be found in 
Galveston. It wns the living arrnyed 
against the dead— one or the'other was 
doomed to annihilation. 

At Erst the leading citizens mingled 
with the more humble nnd the colored 
population, but ns the situation Improv- 
ed the - work fell to the poorest and most 
Ignorant classes, while the more Intelli- 
gent assumed the direction' of nffnlrs. 
Many are the Btbrlcs that are told of. 
fathers tearing awnydebrls only to' find 
their onvn children burled beneath, crush-, 
cd almost beyond recognition; Slghtsecrs' 
from the mainland managed to erode the.

Then, the residents ofj 
Ghlveston who for any reason sought to 
escape their full share of the ghastly 
work were forced by the snme means nnd 
the use of weapons as a convincing ar- 
gument grew npnee,

At Victor, Colo., He la Made the Victim 
■ of a Uloton* Crowd. 

Probably because he was the most 
prominent person In the party, Gov, 
Theodore Roosevelt 'of New York wns the 
central point of attuck by a' mob of irre- 
sponsible ruliUins, who started a riot,- just 
after the Governor had finished address- 
ing a meeting in Armory Hall In Victor, 
Colo. 

The trouble began with the arrival of 
tbe Irain carrying Gov. Roosevelt and hia 
party,' In which were Senator Wolcott, 
Sherman Bell, John 1 'roc tor Clark and 
scrernl of his old Rough Riders, A tri- 
fling Incident started, tlie row. A drunken 
woman near the' station when the train' 
halted waved a banner and cried out 
cheers for Bryan, Gov. Roosevelt paid 
no attention, nor wns It resented by any 
of his party. But* some one tore the 
banner from -the woman's hands, arous- 
ing the anger of her husband, a big Hun- 
garian miner. He marched up nnd down 
the street, shouting and during everybody 
to n flght. 

Meantime Gov. Roosevelt had proceed- 
ed to Armory Hall. The meeting there 
was -not Interrupted, although many per- 
sons forced their way In. As Mr.,Roose-. 
volt left the hnlt a mob of 1G0 men, most' 
of them inflamed by drink, faced him. 
Some boys iri the crowd began throwing 
missiles. ; A man tried to prod members 
of the party'wltb a pole, on which was 
fastened a banner. Gov, Roosevelt shout- 
ed to his BnpporterB to preserve, low and 
order. Eggs nnd lemons _were thrown. 
Democrats of Victor and Cripple Creek 
deplore the incident. No one In Gov, 
Roosevelt's Immediate party wob Injured.
